The officer commanding the naval expe- 
dition to Lake Tanganyika reports that the 
German armed steamer Kingari was at- 
tacked on December 26th, and surrendered 
after an action lasting ten minutes. All 
the German officers were killed. 


The Foreign Office states that details 
show how Germany practises in the Baltic 
the principle of the freedom of the sea, 
which they accuse the British Government 
of violating. Swedtsi ships have to be 
provided with clearance papers, and to 
notify Berlin of departures stating they 
are not carrying contraband. Despite 
these precautions Swedish ships are fre- 
quently sent into Swinemuende with a 
prize crew, examined and delayed. Last 
year between 500 and 600 vessels are said 
to have been treated this way. 


At the Dublin Mansion House last even- 
ing the Committee of gentlemen respon- 
sible for the formation of the 10th Batta- 
lion of the Royal Dublin Fusihers enter- 
tained at dinner the officers and men of 
that corps. It was stated that an appeal 
would be made to the young commercial 
men of the towns and cities of Ireland to 
come and join, and so make the battalion 
an effective one. 
that. rapidity in joining was of the utmost 
importance, and he hoped that ihe batta 
lion would be filled without delay. 


A dépét for 4,000 wounded Irish soldiers 
has been established in Tipperary. The 
woundéd men of eight Irish regiments will 
be sent there for post-hospital treatment, 
and those who are unfitted to return te 
active service will be instructed in trades 
and occupations to enable them to obtain 
situations in civil life.

The materials for an important chapter 
in the history of warfare are contained in 
the Foreign Office memorandum describing 
the manner in which the sea-power of the 
British Empire has been used during the 
present war for the purpose of intercepting 
Germany's imports and exports. Up to 
last March our only means of interfering

‘LORD KITCHENER ON THS 


NEEDS OF THE ARMY. 

In the House of Lords yesterday, 

The Marquis of CREWE said that their 
lordships were aware that the Prime’ Minister 
in the House of Commons had that: afternoon 
asked leave tó introduce “a bill relating td mili- 
tary service. The country would expect Lord 
Kitchener to make one or two observations 
from the point of view of the War Office on 
the strength of the Army as it bore on the 
position at the moment; Before he did so, he 
(Lord Crewe) had been asked to say a few 
preliminary words on the same situation from 
the point of view of the Government gene- 
rally. In the early autumn ef last year the 
supply of recruits began perceptibly to 
diminish. Of course, under the system on 
which recruiting was carried on the output 
was always somewhat varied at certain inter- 
vals. After the summer there was something 
like a definite and continuing reduction in the 
number of recruits. At the same time, it be- 
came evident that the course of events in the 
East made necessary the maintenance in that 
theatre of war of an increased force. At the 
same time, it was thought that no diminution 


ought to take place on what was considered 
‘the main front. 


DERBY SCHEME, 

On the 11th October a scheme was started 
associated with the name of Lord tng á That 
scheme invotved the groupipg of the classes of 
possible recruits, and he had no doubt there 
were many in that House and out of it who 
felt some regret that the grouping system was 
not attempted at an earlier stage in the re- 


| cruiting campaign. The Prime Minister stated 
‘that the obligation of the married men to 


serve should not be held binding unless a 
sufficient number of unmarried men came for- 
ward. He hoped that this would be done 
through voluntary effort, but as a last resource 
he toretoid that other means would be em- 
ployed to secure the services of unmarried 
men. He (Lord Crewe) had no intention of 
arguing the case as between married and un- 
married units for the Army. It was worth 
noting that in a time like this of a great 
national crisis there was a distinct robability 
that under the voluntary system a aon pro- 
portion of married than unmarried enlisted, 
and that was for the reason that when the 
time of crisis came the added sense of re- 
sponsibility which a man had undertaken by 
the mere fact of supporting a home was likely 
to make him think more seriously of his duty 
towards his country. It might be taken, how- 
ever, as an accepted canon according te gene- 
ral public opinion that the country would ex- 
pect that an unmarried man, rather than a 
married man, should be the first to present 
himself to the appeal which Lord Derby pre- 
sided over. The response was, ax they all 
knew, numerically enormously large. A gross 
figure of upwards of 2,800, men presented 
themselves for examination. When it was 
considered that some three millions of men 
were already serving the Crown in different 
capacities, they were entitled to feel and ex- 
press some pride at the public spirit shown by 
these new recruits. In itself that was a grand 
tribute to the voluntary system, and he would 
be sorry for any man who was not deeply 
stirred by the devotion of those hundreds of 
thousands of men who had come forward, and 
to whom less than two years ago the idea of 
serving in the Army would have seemed re 
mote and almost impossible. 
NECESSARY EXEMPTIONS. 

But it was the duty of the Government to 
consider the actual forces that have to be 
maintained in the field for the successful] pro- 
secution of the war, and it was clearly neces- 
sary for the Government to give close con- 
sideration to the position. The first matter to 


note was that the necessary exemptions from : 


military: service in this country were far 
greater than had to be made in the case of 
any other military Power. 

_ DEMAND OF MUNITIONS. 

We were engaged on a very large scale with 
the manufacture of actual munitions, not 
merely for ourselves, but also to a large ex- 
tent for the Allies.

contributing to the support. of persons who 
otherwise would “we son become a burden 
to the State, ought to serve in the Army. 

If the freedom of choice which was exer- 
_cised by men of military age in a manner 
“which had not been contemplated was 

anti-social, then it was clear that the re- 
striction of their liberty to a certain ex: 
tent was fully justified. 

The number of single men not accounted 
for by the methods adupted in Lord Derby's 
inquiry could not be described as negligible 
of the total number. Of these many would 
undoubtedly advance claims for exemption, 
many of which the competent authorities 
would, no doubt, decide to be good. They 
were entitled to believe that in a great num- 
ber -of cases the failure to enlist came rather 
from an imperfect realisation of the situation 
than from a deliberate refusal to help the 
couniry. 
There was evidence enough and to 

spare that the patriotic fire burned free!) 
and brightly throughout the country. 

All that could be said was that it did not 
burn quite so steadily or quite so uniformly 
as the needs of the country demanded. 

STEADY FLOW OF MEN. 

The proposals of the Government, apart 
from additions to numbers, would be ad 
vantageous to the War Otfice and to the 
country from the economic point of view. 
Further, the advantage of the system was 
that it would permit of the formation of a 
reservoir of men who could join the Army at 
a time wben it was most convenient that they 
sheuld do so—neither too soon nor too late. 
The first great yush of men at one time, 
followed up by something like a shortage ot 
recruits, made infinitely more difficult the 
work of those who had to attend to the tráin- 
ing: and organisation of the Army, and the 
difticuity would be greatly avoided by the 
adoption of a more formal system. In con 
clusion, he merely desired to say that the 
steps which the Government now proposed to 
take could not be held to have any bearing 
whatever on the controversy respecting mili- 
tary service, which had been quite familiar 
to them within recent years. All the ques- 
tions of conscription, of military training, of 
the formation of a special army for home 
defence alone, remained untouched by the 
Government at this moment. And, agaix. 
whatever basis of service in the Army « 
Navy was adopted after the war, this form 
which they were now proposing ought not to 
be trested as a preliminary to any proposed 
war system, or even be regarded as an illustra- 
tion of its principle. The future needs of the 
nation, as they were indicated by the state of 
Europe after peace ‘had been declared, must 
be the subject of the most careful prevision 
and of the most ample discussion. Conse 
quently he ventured to say that the present 
proposals of the Government, which would 
shortly be laid before the House, ought not 
to’excite any kind of disunion either in Par 
liament or throughput the country. They 
must be regarded as an attempt, and he 
trusted as a successful attempt, to regularise 
the actual situation as they now saw it In 
the light of their experience. It was evident 
that in the course of the coming year the most 
tremendous exertions must be made by all the 
Allies, and not only by ourselves, if we were 
to be in sight of that complete victory the 
absence of which would spell something not 
altogether removed from defeat. (Cheers. ) 


EARL KITCHENER. 

Earl KITCHENER—With your lordships’ 
permission I should like to add a few re- 
marks, from the military point of view, to 
what has been said by my noble friend 
Seventeen months ago I stated to your lord- 
ships the broad principles of the military 
steps which I considered necessary to meet 
the emergenct of the war. The scheme for 
augmenting our forces then set on foot was. 
based on a definite plan to secure, by suc- 
cessive increases to our military strength, 
an army commensurate with our power and 
responsibilities, with the proper complement 
of reserves and reinforcements necessary to 
keep up its effective strength in the field 
during the-war. Further, we had to produce 
for the army thus created the guns, ammun)- 
tion, and military material requisite to main- 
tain its fighting value. This scheme had to 
be developed under the system of voluntary 
military service existing in.the country, and 
I must say that this system has given us 
results far. greater than most of us would 
have dared to predict, and certainly beyond 
anything that our enemies anticipated. In 
the early stages of the war men responded 
to the call in almost embarrassing thousands, 
and until a few months ago maintained, by 
a steady flow of recruits, the supply of men 
we required in as large numbers as we could 
train and equip. The cadres of the large 
army we now possess having been found, it 
is necessars.to keep it up to strength in the 
field by a constant supply of reserves re- 
plenishing the wastage of war. Recently, 
however, the numbers of voluntary recruits 
have ceased to ensure the full provisions of 
necessary trained reserves, 


THE PREMIER'S PLEDGE. 

Every effort was made by Lord Derby’s 
canvass to repair this deficiency, and, at the 
inception of the scheme, the Prime Minister, 
on behalf of the Government, gave a pledge 
in the House of Commons regarding the mil- 
tary service of unmarried men. . It is now 
necessary to redeem that pledge in order to 
maintain the voluntary principle as regards 
the service of married men in the future. 

So far we have.been able to provide for 
the large increase of the Army and its 
maintenance on a purely voluntary 
system, and | personally had always hoped 
that we should be able to finish the war 
successfully without changing that system, 
which has done so well, and which has 
given us such splendid material in the 
field as the soldiers now fighting in the 
different theatres of war. 

I do not consider that the change proposed 
should be regarded in the light of any 
derogation of the principle of voluntary ser- 
vice in this country. It only affects during 
the period of the war one class of men, 
amongst whom there are undoubtedly a cer- 
tain number who have but a poor idea of 
their duties as citizens, and require some 
persuasion greater than appeal to bring the: 
to the Colours. Whilst there are in the clas: 
affected some such gehirkers, there are, no 
doubt, many whose reasons for not joining 
will be found valid. I am very far from 
wishing it to be thought that all those to 
whom the new proposals will apply can be 
described by the term I have used for some 
of them. Many of these men probably have 
conflicting calls upon them, and will be only 
too happy that the Government should 
resolve the doubts which they have been 
unable to decide for themselves. In making 
these remarks to your lordships I speak only 
as a soldier, with a single eye to the success- 
fil conduct of the war. I feel sure every- 
one will agree when I say that the fullest 
and fairest trial has been given to the system 
which I found in existence, and of w I 
felt it my duty to make the best use. 


BREAKDOWN OF THE VOLUNTARY 
SYSTEM. 

We are now asking Parliament to sanction 
a change. This has been proved—that, in 
the special circumstances of this utterly un- 
precedented struggle, the existing system, 
without modification, is not equal to main- 
taining the army which is needed to secure 
victory. |

THE BARALONG INCIDENT.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—-Will you allow a private citizen to 
record his protest against the attitude to 
which the Foreign Secretary seeks to commit 
the country in regard to the Baralong affair : 
It is not out of any tenderness for th 
Germans who met their death there that | 
write: men engaged on such work deserve 
no pity. But our own good name and ow 
reputation as humane and honourable com- 
batants are affected. Grant that the sub- 
marine crew wére murderers: is it the busi 
ness of our Navy to be judges and execu 
tioners ? 

It may be, of course, that the facts of the 
case are not as stated by the German Go 
vernment, but that is not the line taken by 
Sir -E. Grey. He does not put forward 
any evidence contradicting the sworn deposi 
tions of seven American witnesses. He says, 
in effect, simply that the Germans have done 
worse things than the act charged against 
our sailors. So they have, no doubt; but 
such a defence amounts to a justification, or 
at least to a condonation, of Lynch law. The 
inevitable result will be retaliation on the 
German side, such as they already threaten ; 
they will not hesitate to put to death an 
egual number of the prisoners they hold, 
victim for victim And then, I suppose, 
fresh retaliation cn our side will follow, with 
an endless perspective of reciprocal butchery 
It was the fear of such consequences thaí 
formerly restrained our Government from 
treating with severity submarine pmsoners 
that had fallen imto our hands. If the sub 
marine crews are guilty of murder, why do 
we not, when we catch them, try them by; 
law and execute them by law? lf they are 
not guilty, how can we justify the killing, 
without law, of unresisting men ” 

There is another side to the matter. We 
hold at present an immense moral advantage 
over our enemies, not only in our own eves, 
but in the judgment of dispassionat 
neutrals.. It is due mainly to the contrast 
between our methods of war and theirs. The 
great neutral public may be too lazy or tox 
umpatient to unravel the long diplomatic con 
troversy over the origin of the war, but it 
cannot fail to see that there is nothing in 
the English record to match the organised 
and deliberate crimes which have been com 
mitted under the authority of the German 


commanders by land and sea. Terrible deeds 


have been done in this as in all wars in hot 
blood and under the pramptings of revenge, 
and not by one side only. But until now 
neither our officers nor our Government have 
been taxed with inspiring, justifying, or de- 
fending such deeds. England has been freely 
accused in the neutral Press of arbitrary end 
high-handed procedure, but of brutality and 
inhumanity, never. 

I had occasion during the first six months 
of the war to read regularly the newspapers 
of German Switzerland, which were at the 
start altogether against us, and I have seen 
how immensely this contrast told in our 
favour. That advantage is flung away, if Sir 
Edward Grey is allowed to bring us down tc 
the moral ground which the Germans occupy. 
Observe vhat the German Government have 
always been too cunning to show a frank 
contempt for the law. They have always 
covered their shame with some rag of 
decency, some cavil about the facts, or some 
plea of provocation; whereas Sir Edward 
(Grey s letter waives the question of fact, and 
says defiantly that those who have alain 
without the law shall perish without the law 
That appeals, no doubt, to one’s primitive 
instinct, but it is not a good pleading to 
enter before the high court of humanity.—

“If Ireland bad done as well as the other 
parts of the Empire, she should have sent 
400,000 men’’. (into the new Army). Might | 
venture to point out that the population of 
the Empire is 421,000,000? Irelan represent 
a hundredth-part of it. In an Army of 
4,000,000 her proportion would be 40,000. Al 
ready she has sent about five times that 
number between the old and new Armies. 
There is no use in repudiating the ordinary 
rules of arithmetic. Already this has been 
done in the matter of war finance. Lreland is 
debited with a part of the cost, but Canada. 
Australia, and the rest of the Empire outside 
Great Britain are not charged with any part 
of it, with the result that Ireland’s liability 
will be excessive in proportion to her popula 
tion. Some day Irish public men of all parties 
will be obliged to recognise this. — Is 
paying in proportion to England, instead of 
in proportion to the Empire. Neither Ireland 
nor Canada nor any other part of the Empire 
can be justly compared with. England. They 
hould be compared one with another. Eng- 
land is in a favoured position. She has 
prospered enormously within the Empire, and 
she practically directs the whole eoncern. If 
she decides of her own absolutely free will to 
ontribute men and money in great degree, in 
retarn for the advantages and the prosperity 
she has enjoyed within the Empire, that is no 
reason why burdens similar should be placed 
upon Ireland, which does not occupy a similar 
position or enjoy a like prosperity.—Yours,

So far as I can ascertain tenant 
purchasers undet the Acts 1891-6 do not appear 
to have made the smallest effort to avail 
themselves of the provisiona of Section 2 (+). 
probably because, during the earlier years of 
the currency of the Act, no tangible advan- 
tage would have accrued to them from doing 
so, and the Treasury have, during the 24 vears 
which have elapsed since the enactment of the 
statute, omitted to prescribe the regulations 
needed to make Sub-Section } operative 

It may be doubted whether the Treasury 
would at- any time during that long period 
have seriously resisted a specific demand for 
ihe framing of the necessary regulations, as 
refusal to do so on their part would obviously 
raise & grave constitutional question as to 
the powers of the Treasury to frustrate the in- 
tentuons of Parliament in regard to an unre- 
pealed statute. 

The effect of Section 2 (6), if operative 
under the financial conditions existing to-day. 
would be that a tenant-purchaser paying 
an annuity of £20 per annum could pay £15 
in cash and £5 in 23% Guaranteed Land 
Stock (1921), the market price of which is 
£35 €s. 8d.; thus making his total payment 
£18 ós. 8d., instead of £20. All payments 
of annuities, whatever the amount. would, of 
course, be in like ratio. 

mg the terms of redemption under 
the Acts 1891-6 with the terms under the 
Acts 1905-9, I find that the individual tenant- 
purchaser obtains more advantageous terms 
under the 1891-6 Acts, as he secures a dis- 
count of 35%, as against 25% under the later 
Acts. But, on the other hand, every tenant- 
purchaser under the 1903-9 Acts has the right
